MEMORANDA. 


Trade—The imports during February were valued at £3,081,184, which 
shows a small increase of £61,444, or over 2 per cent., as compared 
with the corresponding month of last year. The direct oversea imports 
amounted to £1,680,664, as compared with £1,625,635 in 1907 ; the 
total for the two months was £3,359,909, an increase of £295,346 
over the corresponding figures for last year. During the two months 
there were increases in sugar, apparel and soft goods, boots and shoes, 
and timber ; but decreases in kerosene, spirits, tobacco, gold, fish, drugs 
and chemicals, and tea. 


The oversea exports for February amounted to £3,205,116, and show 
a small increase of £11,192, or about 0°35 per cent., as compared with 
the corresponding month of last year. During the first two months 
there were substantial increases in butter and coal, but decreases in 
nearly all the principal articles, including copper, gold, wheat, meats, 
tallow, tin, and wool. Separating merchandise from gold, the exports 


of the former decreased by £18,880, and the latter increased by £30,072. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield during February was 15,979 oz. crude, 
equal to 13,499 oz. fine, valued at £57,342. The value of gold produced 
during the two months was £167,925, and showed an increase of £17,096, 


as compared with the corresponding period of 1907. 


Prices.—The general index number for February was slightly lower than in 
January, and was lower than for February in either of the previous two 
years. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,202, for metals 
1,081, and for all articles 1,213. Prices generally were a little lower 
than for the previous month, with the exception of butter, which showed 


a considerable advance, frozen mutton, hides, silver, tin, and coal. 


Meteorology.—Monsoonal weather conditions were experienced over the whole 
of the State during the month of February, and some exceptionally 
heavy falls of rain were recorded on the South Coast, Hunter, and 
Manning, Central Western Plains, Riverina, and Western Division. 
The rainfall generally was considerably in excess of the average. For 
the most part mild temperatures ruled throughout the State during the 


month. 


Land Selections. —During F ebruary 160 new settlers applied for 69,421 acres ; 
and 48,082 acres, representing 78 blocks, were’ set apart for residential 
settlement. Since the beginning of the year the number of new settlers 
has been 329, and thejarea applied for 176,126 acres. The original area 

.set apart for residential settlement since the Ist January has been 
131,514 acres, representing 199 blocks.
